Politics, especially during an election campaign, can get confus- 
ing. But there's no need for panic; There's still time to make a 
decision and head to your polling station. 

Now, we're not offering advice on.who to vote for, that’s a very 
personal decision and subject to far too many external and inter- 
nal factors. However, if you're not sure how the system works, 
we offer some short and hopefully sweet explanations of some 
basic concepts.

WHO BECOMES PRIME MINISTER? 

The leader of the party with the support of the most members 
of Parliament becomes prime minister. 

“We don't directly get to chose who gets to be prime min- 
ister,” says Harold JanSen, a political science- professor at the 
University of Lethbridge. “We choose who our representative 
in Parliament is. That's what the election 
is about.” 

MPs represent different areas 
of the country. They bring lo- 









cal interests to the national 
stage 

MPs are also members 
of political parties, which 
helps voters understand 
what they think on dif- 
ferent issues, and who 
they will co-operate 
with when they get to 
Parliament, 
says. 

The leader of the 
party with the most 
elected MPs gets the

ing a 
and becoming prime 
minister. Usually, this 
person has the sup- 
port of a majority of 
MPs. In a parliament 
where the number of 
government MPs is 
smaller than the num- 
ber of non-govern- 
ment MPs, it's called a 
minority government. 

Sometimes minor- 
ity governments don't 
have enough  sup- 
port to pass laws and 
make decisions about 
spending government 
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money. Most of the time, that means an election because there's 
no agreement on how to run the country. 

Canada has four parties with elected MPs, so forming a gov- 
ernment isn't always straightforward. If the party with the sec- 
ond most elected MPs can get other parties to support them, 
then they can form a government. This is also called a minority 
government. 

“We are choosing a Parliament, not a government,” Jansen 
points out. 

In Canada, we don’t have a lot of experience with a second- 
place party forming government, so that may be why it sounds 
strange, he says, but it is a legitimate form of government, and 
a part of the Canadian system. 


WHAT'S A COALITION? 

Although this word can be used in many different ways, in the 
political context it often refers to a formal coming together of 
two parties 

This is a different way of forming a government than asking 
for the support of other parties, as in the case of a minority 
government 

“What sets the coalition idea apart from that is that the oth- 
er party would have seats in cabinet,” Jansen says. Cabinet 
refers to the group of MPs the prime minister chooses to 
help run the government. These MPs are given specific 
responsibilities such as finance or foreign affairs 
In a coalition, like the one proposed in 2008, MPs 
from other parties are given positions in cabinet 
Ina minority government, only the governing party 
members get cabinet positions, even though the 
government would still rely on other parties 

to pass legislation. 





Our current system is straightfor- 
ward and easy to understand. It's called 
first-past-the-post (FPTP) , and on the 
surface it seems fair enough. To put it 
in terms that relate to Canadians, it’s 
just like a hockey game — most goals 
wins. But consider the following facts, 
from the organization Fair Vote Canada 
(www.fairvote.ca): 

+ the Green Party won 940,000 votes 
and elected no one, while fewer Conser- 
vative voters in Alberta alone elected 27 
Conservative MPs; 

+ In the Prairies, Conservatives re- 
ceived roughly twice the votes of the 
Liberals and NDP combined, but took 
seven tires as many seats; 

+ 250,000 Conservative voters in To- 


ronto elected no one and neither did Conservative voters in 
Montreal; 

+ the NDP attracted 1.1 million more votes than the Bloc, but 
the voting system gave the Bloc 49 seats, the NDP 37; 

The fact is that a government usually wins power with the 
majority voting against them. 

Most major nations have scrapped FPTP because it fails to 
provide true majority rule. In theory, a party could win all 308 
seats in the House of Commons by winning every seat by one 
vote. Sure, that won't happen, but it illustrates how skewed the 
system is. More realistically, as Fair Vote Canada points out, a 
party winning only 40 per cent of the votes may gain 60 per 
cent or more of the seats and all of the power. 

Then there's the imbalance of the population. In a country 
where so many of us live in two provinces, one party can win 
Ontario and Quebec, and lose most of the rest of the country, 
and still win power, leaving other regions of the country out in 
the cold 

So, what are the options? There are plenty that fall under the 
‘proportional representation’ — or PR — banner, which is used 
in more than 80 countries use fair voting systems, including 
Germany, Sweden and Switzerland. 

The basis of PR is that each vote is treated equally. Parties 
would be awarded seats based on their total vote total; ie. if a 
party receives 30 per cent of the vote, they would get roughly 30 
per cent of the seats. Under a PR system, a party like the Greens 
would be awarded seats in the House of Commons based on the 
fact they gained nearly-a million votes in 2008. So, your Green 
vote would not be wasted:

VOTER PARTICIPATION HAS BEEN ON THE DECLINE 
FOR YEARS. WILL THIS ELECTION BE ANY DIFFERENT?

Ashley Orr didn’t vote in the last federal election. The 23-year- 
old NAIT student was curious enough about voting at the time, 
but she didn’t know what polling station to go to, and so didn’t 
cast a ballot. 

She's not letting that happen this time around. Frustrated by a 
minority government that she says isn’t representing the inter- 
ests of Canadians, she decided to take things more seriously this 
election. Not only does she plan on voting, she’s getting involved 
in the election as a volunteer. 

On this sunny evening, she’s sitting on a couch with a group 
of articulate NDP volunteers in a corner of Linda Duncan’s 
campaign office on Whyte Avenue. As the discussion roams 
from international and American politics to generational differ- 
ences, attentions drift between cell phones, the TV in the corner 
and various side conversations. Behind them, other volunteers 
are working the phones, and chatting as they dig into lasagna 
and other homemade goodies. 

Looking around the room, it's hard to square this image with 
the voter turn out in the last federal election. In 2008, voter 
turn out hit a historic low at 58.8 per cent. In the 18- to 24-year- 
old age group, only 37.4 per 
cent of eligible voters cast a 
ballot. 

But it's tempting to 
be more optimistic 
this election. Earlier 
this week, Elections 
Canada issued a pre- 
liminary estimate of 
advanced polls over 

the holiday weekend, 
reporting a 34.5 per 
cent increase in ad- 






vanced voting over 
the 2008 election. 
The other  differ- 
ence this election is 
that some campuses 
across the country 
have organized flash 
mobs in support of 
voting. 

Steve Patten, a 
political science pro- 
fessor at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta with 
a special interest in 
federal politics, says 
many factors moti- 
vate people to vote, or 
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Ryan Hastman volunteer and U of A political science student Lauren Armstrong | PHOTO BY CHELSEY SCHMIDTKE 


discourage them enough to stay at home. Some are frustrated 
by the way our democracy works, even if they don’t fully un- 
derstand the ins and outs of the parliamentary system. Other 
voters simply aren’t targeted because sophisticated campaign 
tactics, designed for a low voter turn out scenario, only reach 
specific groups. 

“It’s not about appealing to all Canadians and getting all sorts 
of people out to vote and building the biggest.tent,” he says 
“It's about building a set of votes that wins more than 154, seats 
across the country.” 


Political parties are election machines, Patten says, with lit- 
tie presence in the community outside of elections. The party 
ramps up once an election is called, motivates volunteers and 
focuses on getting their base of supporters out to vote. 

Election volunteers are already engaged citizens, talking to 
other supporters and some swing voters. There's very little out- 
reach to undecided, and unengaged people 

“It’s not as if parties have a place in our communities like our 
community leagues or the local Amnesty International group or 
the local chamber of commerce,” he says. 

Also, political strategies are now designed to win in elections 
with low voter turnout, he says. In the same way that 
broadcasters target a specific audience with chan- 
nels like Turner Classic Movies or Spike TV, 
parties also zero in on specific audiences. 

One example of this is the Conservative 
promise to push though their crime bills 
in one big package as soon as they get 
a majority government. This promise 
directly targets social conservatives. 

This group knows that Stephen 

Harper has also promised not to re 

open the abortion debate, which 

might work to keep them at home. 

The crime bill shows them that it 

is important to get out and vote, 

Patten says, 

Harper's repeated call for a ma- 

jority also targets conservatives 

that may have stayed home last 

time around, he says.

The race at the riding level also 
makes a difference, Patten says, 
with large margins of victory 
keeping some voters at home, 
while tight races energize others. 

In many ways, €dmonton- 
Strathcona is the toughest fight 











in the province. In 2008, it had the largest voter turn out in 
Alberta 

“It's fun to feel like you are making a huge difference in a 
campaign,” Conservative volunteer Brad Tennant says. The 
24-year-old University of Alberta political science student got 
involved in Ryan Hastman's campaign not only because of his 
past involvement in the party, but also because he knew that 
the previous Tory candidate Rahim Jaffer had lost by only 442 
votes. “I consider it a privilege to work on a campaign that’s so 
close,” he says 

Hastman’s tearn declined a request to interview the candidate 
himself, saying he was too busy. 

Linda Duncan, the NDP incumbent for Edmonton-Strathco 
na, says her campaign is reaching out to voters of all stripes 

It's Elections Canada that hasn't done their part to encourage 
more students to vote, she says. With the term ending before 
Election Day, advanced polls should have been placed on every 
post-secondary campus, she says. 

“A lot of university students don’t necessarily go home where 
they could vote,” she says. “Students work overseas, there are 
internships, holidays, or they may be working somewhere else. 
It basically means they are disenfranchised.” 

Duncan points out that her team provides rides for students to 
the polls, no matter what party they are voting for. 

For his part, Patten says encouraging more students to 
voteis a pretty safe bet for Duncan, because student vot- 
ers are already generally leaning towards the NDP. 





IM ou E 
As a recent outsider, Orr says nasty tactics 
also turn off voters. If political parties are too 
aggressive or partisan, that makes politics less 
attractive to outsiders, says Orr. 

“Smear campaigns make people give up on 
their politicians all together,” she says. “It 
makes it very difficult to be actively involved 
when no one’s encouraging democracy. I don't 
think it’s being handled properly.” 

In the Hastman camp, Lauren Armstrong 
says that voters are worn out by too many 
elections, pointing to the five elections since 
2000, and that’s why voter turn out is down. 
She says that attack ads may be part of that, 
but it's not the real reason. ’ 

‘There's voter fatigue,” she says. “It neutral- 
izes people to the value of it.” 

_ For Orr, the opposite is true. The additional

ELECTION RESULTS IN 
ALBERTA PRE-ORDAINED. 
ARE WE HARDWIRED 

TO VOTE CONSERVATIVE?

The sad fact of federal elections in 
Alberta is that the results are pre- 
ordained. It’s not a matter of if the 
Conservatives will win, but by how 
much. 

Conservatives in Alberta don’t just 
defeat their opponents, they destroy 
them. Only six candidates in the 
entire country in the 2008 election 
won by 30,000-plus votes — all of 
them in Alberta. The only close Con- 
servative victory was Tim Uppal’s 
1,668 vote margin of victory in Ed- 
monton-Sherwood Park — but even 
there, the second-place candidate 
was an independent who was previ- 
ously a Conservative. (Twenty-seven 
of 28 Alberta seats went Conserva- 
tive in 2008; the fact it wasn’t 28 of 
28 made national headlines.) 

Alberta has voted for conserva- 


tive-leaning parties for decades. In 
the elections from 1972 to 1984, 
the province elected only Conserva- 
tives before the New Democrats won 
a single seat in 1988. In the 1990s, 
Albertans turned to the homegrown 
(but still conservative) Reform Party. 
In the 21st century, in four elections, 
only four non-conservatives have 
won a seat in Alberta. 

So the question is — why? . 

Ted Byfield, the legendary right- 
wing Alberta journalist and author 
who calls himself a “prominent red- 
neck”, knows as much about Alberta 
history as anyone. Byfield, the found- 
er and publisher of the now defunct 
Alberta Report and the man behind 
a 12-volume history of the province, 
says our con$ervative leanings are “a 
heritage as much as anything else. 

“The two industries in the world 
most prone to free enterprise incli- 
nation, if.you want to call it that, are 
cattle and-oil. That's why Texas is 
right wing, and so are we.” 

Inthe éarly years, Byfield says, Al- 


berta depended on imported exper- 
tise from places like Oklahoma and 
Texas for its oil and cattle industries. 

“This infusion of people brought 
with it an attitude that eventually 
translated into very conservative 
government.” 

But what of all the newcomers to 
Alberta, particularly immigrants 
from other countries? According to 
Byfield, the greatest source of immi- 
gration to Alberta comes from coun- 
tries that have naturally conservative 
tendencies. 

“People from China have conser- 
vative views of the family. The same 
is true of people from the Middle 
East, who have a Muslim tradition 
which is, from a social point of view, 
very conservative. Even from Africa, 
a lot of the newcomers are evangeli- 
cal Christian.” 

Ever since Pierre Trudeau intro- 
duced the National Energy Program 
in 1980 (which was intended to cre- 
ate a made-in-Canada energy pro- 





gram, but was widely blamed for the 


collapse of the oil industry in Al- 
berta), the Liberals have been anath- 
ema to Albertans. The specifics of 
the NEP are lost to most Albertans, 
but some people in the oil industry 
still harbour an intense dislike for 
the Liberals, which has fed our ever- 
present “suspicious attitude towards 
the federal government.” 

Geo Takach, author of Will The 
Real Alberta Please Stand Up?, feels 
Albertans aren't so much conserva- 
tive as we are contrarian. Alberta, he 
says, has almost always been at odds 
with Ottawa, and in most of our his- 
toric disputes with Ottawa, the Lib- 
eral party was in power. 

“As an avenue for opposing Ot- 
tawa, Albertans votes for other par- 
ties, whether is was Social Credit, the 
Progressives, the United Farmers, or 
the Conservatives.” 

Takach cites economic reasons as 
well 

“The capital intensity of the agri- 
culture and oil industries ... tilted the 
balance of power to market forces, 


rather than organized labour or col- 
lectivist values. There's this free 
market mentality, where the free 
market is your salvation, rather than 
the government.” 

We're also the wealthiest province, 
and Conservatives are widely seen 
to favour the “property classes”. He 
also believes that Albertans are too 
busy making money to pay much at- 
tention to politics. 

The certainty of election results 
here has resulted in Alberta hav- 
ing Canada’s lowest voting rates, he 
feels. 

“There's a feeling that we can’t af- 
fect a juggernaut,” he says. “But if 
young people who had a social con- 
science actually went to the polls, 
I’m convinced the results would be 
very substantially different.” 

Any chance of a change on the ho- 
rizon? Byfield doesn't see it. 

“As long as we're a resource pro- 
ducing province, the likelihood is 
that we will remain a conservative 
province.”

You could say Edmonton has a long 
Pho King tradition when it comes 
to tidy, efficient, family-run prairie 
diners that split their menu between 
farm-style lunch-counter staples and 
Asian dishes — the archetype for me 
is Friends and Neighbours on Whyte 
(albeit a few ownership changes ago), 
which made great greasy breakfast 
and one of the best stirfries I’ve ever 
had in a restaurant. And they always 


kept the coffee coming. 

So what's the Pho King difference? 
Clean, efficient, affordable — check! 
— but the kitchen doesn't just do Chi- 
nese food off the side of the grill as 
they whip up omelets and burgers. 
The emphasis is definitely on the 
Vietnamese soups, noodles and rice 
dishes, plus there's a list of teriyaki 
stirfries, and appetizers include yam 
tempura right alongside the salad 
rolls. Or maybe you'd prefer to gird 
yourself with two eggs, bacon and 
cheese sandwiched between two syr- 
up-drizzled pancakes? It's your Pho 
King choice, friend. 

Another Pho King difference is 
that, unlike many restaurants in its 
near vicinity, Pho King keeps such 
hours as actually make it accessible 
to the general public. They're open at 
11 on Sunday morning, for instance, 
and not just sometimes. My first visit 
there a few weeks ago coincided with 
a blizzard, which was all the excuse | 
needed to try out the Pho King pho 
($7.45/large). My co-diner waffled, 
expressing interest in the Pho King 


vermicelli bowls, but reversed her- 
self last minute and ordered the Pho 
King pho too. As these things tend 
to go, we also ordered some spring 
rolls ($2.95). 

Neither of us go in for the fancy 
pho — no beef balls or tripe or any- 
thing that’s primarily gristle and fat 
and requires physical handling dur- 
ing the eating process, just thin slices 
of steak, dropped raw into the hot 
soup to cook. (I will confess I once 
ate pho with ostrich in it, but that 
was not a Pho King option.) Fortu- 
nately, we picked the right Pho King 
number from the menu. 

The soup easily met the minimum 
requirements — complex, aromatic 
house-made beef broth, chewy rice 
noodles, lots of lean beef slices, am- 
ple sides of fresh basil, sprouts, bird's 
eye chilies and lime — and proceeded 
deliciously into satisfying our pho 
cravings. The spring rolls were like- 
wise unfussily perfect in their way. 
There would be no Pho King disap- 
pointment today. 

A few weeks lapsed before our

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next visit, during which we resolved 
to test out the Pho King breakfast, 
which covers the usual combina- 
tions of eggs, pig meat, your choice 
of pancakes or toast, and homefries 
and won't run you much over $6.

Could it be as Pho King good as the 
soup? Capricious creatures that we 
are, we never actually found out. Re- 
member that perverse urge to eat a 
cheeseburger ($6.95) for breakfast I 
was telling you about? It’s the bacon 
that makes it breakfasty! Also, who 
doesn't love onion rings? My back- 
sliding co-diner didn’t slide as far 
back as ordering soup, but couldn't 
resist the House Special vermicelli 
($8.95) with grilled pork, pork patty 
and shrimp. To wash it all down, we'd 
need intensely sweet, dark-roasted 
Vietnamese coffee with condensed 
milk over ice ($2.95 each). 

As previously, the service was fast, 
polite and accurate, with everything 
we needed seemingly arriving at the 
table at once. My burger would have 
been the pride of any small-town 
hockey rink concession stand, a very 
flat patty of ground beef lavished 
with an iridescent processed cheese 
slice and two crisp staves of bacon, 
garnished with iceberg lettuce, to- 
mato and onion slices and a couple 


of pickle discs, ketchup and mustard 
on the side. The lightly toasted white 
bun was an appropriate size and den- 
sity relative to the patty. Delightfully, 
some of the cheese slice had assumed 
liquid form and slouched onto the 
grill, forming a rind of brown cheese 
that still clung to one side of the patty. 
Life is made of such small pleasures. 
The generous side of onion rings 
gave me a hint of what their tempura 
might be like — the batter was puffy 
rather than particulate, well-drained 
and crispy. A worthy Pho King take 
on the prairie diner burger. 

Co-diner was lukewarm on her 
bowl of vermicelli, but it looked and 
tasted multifarious to me, which is 
what I like in vermicelli — the noo- 
dles well-tossed with carrots, bean 
sprouts, lettuce, herbs, green onions; 
multiple succulent meats imbued 
with lemongrass and garlic. Chunks 
of spring roll and fish sauce to dip 
them in were also provided. It was 
all there. She dug the grill-charred 
shrimp, but found the pork too fat- 
ty and the pork patty unappetizing 
That said, she put a good dent in it. 

The tab came to just over $22 when 
we got to the till. Was this some kind 
of Pho King joke? Or maybe a big 
Pho King mistake? No, it turns out, 
that’s good Pho King value! 

Seriously though, if you love retro 
diner eats or cleanly executed Asian 
staples, put your money where your 
mouth is. You won't be sorry. Just 
writing this review made it worth 
while for me.

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MAYBE WE REALLY DID WANT AN ELECTION 





This was supposed to be the Seinfeld 
election — and election about nothing. 

But if the public opinion polls are correct, 
Canadians might just be a lot more inter- 
ested in this supposedly unwanted election 
than the pundits predicted. And this bodes 
well for our democracy. 

Public opinion polls of late show an 
entirely unexpected and unprecedented 
surge in support for Jack Layton and the 
New Democrats. 

Renewed interest in the New Democrats 


— a party that was, according to the pundits, 


just struggling to stay relevant in this elec- 
tion — has made a routine election into 
one of potentially historic consequences. 
Canadians appear interested in alternatives 
they might not have considered before, a 
sign that maybe democracy isn't on its sick 
bed in this country after all. 

How it all shakes down come next Mon- 
day may be entirely different from the opin- 
ion polls, but the fact that there is volatility 
is an encouraging sign, and could lead to a 
higher voter turnout. The Liberal party base, 


terrified of coming in third, is likely to be | 
galvanized by the polls and turn out in larger | 
numbers to thwart the threat from the left. 
Toa lesser extent, complacent Conservative | 
voters might be inspired to vote to fight off | 
the leftist menace. | 

Even in true blue Edmonton, there are 
tumblings of voter interest. Edmonton- | 
Strathcona is one of Canada’s most closely | 
watched ridings. But what of Edmonton- 
Centre, where the three main parties all 
have credible, well-financed, hard working 
candidates? And in Edmonton-East, the 
NDP had a good run in 2008; can Ray Martin 
ride a surge in NDP support and upset Peter 
Goldring? 

Canada is fortunate to have a diversity of 
choices at the federal level. Compared to the | 
US.A., where politics is increasingly polar- 
ized into two camps, there’s truly something 
for everyone in a Canadian federal election. 
Even if you're living in a‘safe’ Tory riding, you | 
have an obligation to your country to vote. 
Change will not happen if good people do 
nothing. 





ELECTION LAWS NEED AN UPDATE | 





It’s not going to be high on the to-do 
list of the next government, but it’s time 
Canada’s election law got a 21st century 
upgrade. 

Under current law, which was written in 
1938, it is illegal to transmit election results 
until the last poll closes on the West Coast. 
Violators can be fined up to $25,000. 

The intent of the law was to ensure that 
voting results from one part of the country 
did not influence results in a part of the 
country where the polls were still open. Elec- 
tions Canada introduced staggered election 
hours some time ago, resulting in polls clos- 
ing in the heavily populated Eastern time 


zone at the same time (9:30 p.m. EDT) as 
they do in Mountain Time (7:30 p.m. MDT). 
Still, there is a gap of two hours between 
the time the polls close in Atlantic Canada 
and closing time in the west, which gives 
ample time for Atlantic results to leak out. 
Maritime results, however, are unlikely to 
influence voting patters in western Canada. 

Elections Canada now says it won't 
monitor Twitter or Facebook, but will 
investigate complaints. That's a reasonable 
reaction to an antiquated, now unworkable 
law. What worked in 1938, when radio was 
king, doesn't work in a world of Twitter and 
Facebook.

Back in my younger days, when I was 
a raging republican (note the lower- 
case letter), all this falderal about 
this Royal Wedding of The Century 
would have driven me into volcanic 
fits of apoplexy.

The Intense Last Week 


NDP HAS TARGET ON ITS 
BACK AS PARTY GAINS IN 
LAST WEEK OF ELECTION

This is it, voters. Only four more 
sleeps until €-Day. While the Tories 
seem destined to win this election, 
two bigger questions — will the Con- 
servatives win a majority, and will 
the New Democrats overtake the 
Liberals as the official Opposition — 
will make Monday’s election a cliff 
hanger. 


BY THE NUMBERS 

An unprecedented surge in sup- 
port for the New Democrats has put 
the traditonal third place party ahead 
of the Liberals for the first time. A 
number of polls over the past few 
days have put the NDP and Liber- 
als either in a near-dead heat (Nanos 
Research puts the Liberals and NDP 
in a statistical tie behind theTories), 
or with the NDP ahead of the Liber- 
als (EKOS puts NDP support at 28 
per cent, Liberals at 23.7 per cent). 

Much of the New Democrat 
strength comes from Quebec, where 
the fading Bloc Quebecois is losing 
support to the NDP. One pollster said 
the NDP could take a “breathtaking” 
100 seats. 

In vote rich Ontario, however, a 
Nanos poll gave the Tories a healthy 
lead (44.4 per cent) with the Liber- 
als (32.9 per cent) well ahead of the 
NDP (16.9 per cent). 


A FAILURE TO COMMUNICATE 
Canada has a longstanding law

try where the polls are still open. But 
this is the first election where Twit- 
ter is a factor, so how does Elections 
Canada handle this little problem? 

Simple. It will enforce the law. 

Section 329 of the Elections Act 
states that “no person shall trans- 
mit the results” from one riding to 
another before the polls are closed. 
This law dates back to the 1930s, and 
fine for breaking this can be up to 
$25,000. And don’t think Elections 
Canada won't enforce the law. After 
the 2000 election it raided the home 
of a man who had posted the early 
results on his website, fined him and 
seized his computer. 

While posting results on a web- 
site is illegal, Elections Canada says 
it is perfectly fine to share them by 
e-mail, phone, or a Facebook mes- 
sage — but not by Twitter, or on your 
Facebook profile. Elections Canada 
— enforcing 20th century laws in the 
2ist century. 


CHANGING TARGET 

With the NDP and Liberals duking 
it out in the polls, Liberal Leader Mi- 
chael Ignatieff has turned his guns 
on the NDP. Ignatieff is taking aim 
at the NDP’s $30 billion in spending 
promises, calling the NDP “amateur 
hour”. Meanwhile, the NDP has run 


TV ads aimed directly at Ignatieff, 
saying he has the worst attendance 
record in the House of Commons. 


SECOND COMING 

While Conservative Leader Ste- 
phen Harper didn’t make a campaign 
appearance in Edmonton, all other 
leaders have, some more than once. 
Ignatieff attended a rally here last 
week, and NDP leader Jack Layton 
made his second stop in the city on 
Wednesday.

Lefties Left Out Again

Whatever you think of the necessity 
or desirability of this, our fourth fed- 
~ eral election in seven years, it’s cer- 
tainly been one of the more exciting 
from a media point of view. In con- 
trast to the drawn-out, years-long 
campaigning of American presiden- 
tial candidates, the official Canadian 
elections spans an action-packed six 
weeks, though it’s fair to say that 
Mr. Harper and his honourable op- 
ponents are never off the campaign 
trail. The mud is flying from all 
quadrants as we are invited by one or 
another leader to doubt the essential 
humanity of the other leaders 
What's more, the incumbent is ask- 
ing the country to hand him a major- 
ity, even though his autocratic, bully- 
ing, rule-bending style of leadership 
is what resulted in the contempt of 
Parliament charges that helped bring 
this whole federal election thing to a 
head. The kind of two-facery it takes 
to assert moral authority when the 
best you've done to allay suspicions 
of your complicity in various dis 
honest dealings is completely dodge 
direct questions, up to and includ- 
ing proroguing Parliament twice. By 
those lights it seems quite mad that 
this guy even gets to be one of the 
choices for the next prime minister 
of Canada. 
Anyhow, we've got our own kettle 


of fish here in Edmonton, where 
we're all too often reminded that, in 
2008, a mere 463 votes delivered 
“the 
laziest MP in Ottawa” and gave the 


Edmonton-Strathcona from 
province its sole orange NDP patch 
in a smothering blanket of Tory blue. 
Clearly there's some schizophrenia 
at work within these electoral bound- 
aries — the riding actually fields a 
Marxist-Leninist candidate and a 
libertarian candidate — which makes 
incumbent Linda Duncan's survival 
far from assured, though Conserva- 
tive challenger Ryan Hastman’s dis- 
traction-driven, mountains-out-of- 
molehills approach to campaigning 
might be some kind of help, as might 
the youth and inexperience of Liberal 
candidate Matthew Sinclair. I was an 
idiot when I was 21 and I’m not say- 
ing Matthew Sinclair isn’t infinitely 
smarter and more accomplished 
than me, but he is 21 years old. 

The rest of Edmonton looks like 
a walk for incumbent Tories Mike 
Lake (Mill Woods), 
(Edmonton Centre) and Peter Gol- 
dring (Edmonton -Centre-East). Lake 
polled more than triple the votes of

his closest competitor, Liberal can- 
didate Indira Saroya in 2008; he’s 
unlikely to be ruffled by the presence 
of Pirate candidate Brent Schaffrick 
this time around, and even if he were, 
the Harper government has been 
ploughing all kinds of dough into re- 
gional ethnic engagement strategies 
in ridings just like Mill Woods 

Hawn, who is also parliamentary 
secretary to the minister of defence, 
first got elected in 2006, and has been 
papering 
Glenora with his image and Harper's

talking points. If they were counting 
lawn signs instead of ballots, Hawn 
could sleep in on election day. Even 
if they had his money, it is doubtful 


Hawn's opponents could achieve his 
utter ubiquity.

And so the un-conservative of us 
shall remain, disgruntled centre-left 
raisins in Alberta’s homogeneous 
conservative porridge. In a way, | feel 
a little like an exile from a nascent 
democracy blooming out of some 
previously dictatorial regime. | want 
to be optimistic about the possibility 
of political rejuvenation, the rejec- 
tion of ugly fundamentalisms and 
an affirmation of the shared values 
that we want to display to the world, 
to say “This is who we are” in no 
uncertain terms.

COLUMN: Q ANDA 


Timeline Conspiracy 








Tread an article recently about aman 
who says our current chronology is 
about a thousand years off and that 
the years between 500 to 1500 (to 
round it off) didn’t really happen. It's 
a mistake made by historians. I kind 
of like this hypothesis because I never 
understood why there are no records 
for that period of time. —Julie 

Excellent and, dare I say, timely 
question. There are actually two 
cryptochronology theories in circu- 
lation at the moment — I’m guessing 
you got them mixed up, and under 
the circumstances, who can blame 
you? The Eurocentric version, com- 
monly called the Phantom Time hy- 
pothesis, is the work of two German 
historians of sorts, Heribert Illig and 
the late Hans-Ulrich Niemitz, plus 
several followers. They claim myste- 
rious forces inserted 297 years into 
the calendar between 614 and 911 AD 
— in other words, what we're calling 
2011 is really 1714. 

The Russocentric hypothesis, 
known as the New Chronology, is 
even bolder. Devised by the mathe- 
matician Anatoly Fomenko, a profes- 
sor at the University of Moscow, and 
based on the ideas of the eccentric 
Bolshevik Nikolai Morozov, the New 
Chronology holds that everything 
we think we know about historical 
dating is wrong. Virtually all events 
associated with the ancients — the 
Greeks, the Romans, and everybody 
else — actually happened after the 
year we think of as 1000 AD. 

Are these ideas crazy? Of course 
they're-crazy, although some of the 
details can seem eerie at first glance. 
For example, the [Hlig-Niemitz group 
makes much of the fact that in 1582 
Pope Gregory XIII removed 10 days 
from the newly reformed calendar 
to correct for the chronological drift 
caused by the old Julian calendar’s 


imprecise rules for inserting leap 
days. The Julian calendar had been 
introduced during the time of Julius 
Caesar, in 45 BC. However, a 10-day 
shift corrects for just 1,257 years’ 


worth of accumulated error. Sub- 
tracting 1,257 from 1582 gets us back 
not to 45 BC but to 325 AD. In other 
words, more than three centuries are 
unaccounted for! 

No, they're not, nitpickers have 
pointed out. Gregory's 10-day cor- 
rection wasn't meant to get the cal- 
endar realigned with Julius Caesar's 
day, but rather with the Easter dat- 
ing guidelines established at the First 
Council of Nicaea. When did the 
First Council of Nicaea take place? 
In 325 AD. 

The Phantom Time hypothesis 
doesn’t rest entirely on apparent 
oddities in calendar correction. Ulti- 
mately it arises from the same obser- 
vation you make, Julie. During what 
we inheritors of the western Euro- 
pean tradition think of as the dark 
ages, pretty much nothing seems to 
have happened. Think about what 
they taught you in high school his- 
tory (assuming, which I suppose 
one can’t safely do nowadays, that 
you even had high school history). 
Rome collapses, passing mention is 
made of the rise of Islam, and the 
next thing you know it's the Battle of 
Hastings and the Norman Conquest. 
It's easy to imagine — well, maybe 
not easy, but possible to imagine that 
historians inadvertently inserted 
three blank centuries in our collec- 
tive datebook. 

€xcept for Charlemagne. Charle- 
miagne is something of a problem for 
the Phantom Time hypothesis. The 
leader of the Franks consolidated 
much of western Europe under his 
rule in the late 700s and in 800 AD 
was crowned emperor of the Romans 
by Pope Leo III, all of it square in the 
middle of the intercalated 297 years. 
Illig explains this away by saying 
Charlemagne is an “invented figure,” 


that a famous domed chapel that 
was part of the Carolingian palace 
complex in Aachen couldn't possi- 
bly have been built when everybody 
thinks it was built, and so on. 

The larger issue is that the dark 
ages are strictly a western hang-up. 
Sure, Europeans may have spent the 
medieval period engaged in nothing 
more ambitious than slopping the 
pigs. However, there was plenty go- 
ing on elsewhere in the world. If we 
turn our attention a mere thousand 
miles to the east, we find the Byz- 
antine Empire jousting noisily with 
the forces of Islam for control of the 
eastern Mediterranean during the 
supposedly mythical three centuries; 
meanwhile in east Asia, the Tang dy- 
nasts were presiding over a golden 
era of Chinese culture. 

In short, the Phantom Time hy- 
pothesis makes no sense — not nec- 
essarily a deal breaker where popular 
beliefs are concerned, but this partic- 
ular notion has gotten little traction. 
Compare that to the reception given 
Fomenko’s New Chronology. The 
theory is far too bizarre to explain 
much less refute here; nonetheless, 
in Russia Fomenko’s views have been 
widely disseminated — even chess 
luminary Garry Kasparov has seem- 
ingly embraced the idea that world 
history essentially started in 1000 
AD. No doubt this stems from the 
fact that Russian history is tradition- 
ally held to have commenced in 862. 

You see what's going on here. West- 
ern Europeans have several centuries 
of underachievement to rationalize, 
but Russians face a still greater chal- 
lenge. Fans of the New Chronology 
apparently reason as follows: our 
forebears accomplished nothing of 
note prior to 862; ergo, neither did 
anyone else.

ARTS THEMES GAIN MOMENTUM AS THE 2011 
NATIONAL ELECTION QUICKLY APPROACHES — 
HERE'S A LOOK AT THE FOUR MAIN PARTIES 
PERSPECTIVES WHEN IT COMES TO THE INDUSTRY

During this election campaign, it would seem foolhardy to ig- 
nore an industry that, according to a Conference Board of 
Canada report, contributed $84.6 billion to Canada’s GDP in 
2007 — that’s 7.4 per cent of real GDP — and employs at least 
600,000 workers (according to Stastitics Canada). Neverthe- 
less, it took the Alliance of Canadian Cinema, Television and 
Radio Arts (ACTRA), a union that represents workers across 
those media industries, to finally get some press for the arts in 
the runup to this election. 

Holding a press conference on April 19 in Toronto, actors such 
as Mark McKinney (Kids in the Hall) and Enrico Colantoni 
(Flashpoint) pleaded with the Canadian public to make leaders 
address cultural concerns, noting the impact the arts vote had 
in Quebec in 2008 after Stephen Harper flippantly dismissed 
the cultural sector while addressing the $45 million in arts cuts 
his government had recently made. Remember that comment 
about ‘ordinary working people’ having little connection with 
‘rich’ artists who attend galas and complain about funding? 

Well, Harper has yet to repeat the gaffe, and despite the clear 
impact the industry has on the economy there's been little fer- 
vour surrounding the arts this spring. Regardless, each of the 
four major parties give a little shout out to the arts in their re- 
spective platforms, each acknowledging the important role the 
arts play in enriching our communities and our economy. 

But Trey Capnerhurst, Green Party candidate for Edmonton 
East, recognizes that, in spite of the rhetoric, arts funding is al- 
ways in danger of getting slashed. “It's because the government 
thinks that it’s a big cash drain,” she says, “rather than revenue 
and defining our culture and all that.” 

Capnerhurst wants to see the arts community sustain itself 
so it will be less vulnerable to the whims of the ruling party. 
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That said, the arts would be very comfortable under a Green 
government. Their platform promises stable base funding for 
the CBC, budgeting $200 million for the broadcaster by 2013, 
increased funding for Canada’s cultural institutions such as the 
Canada Council for the Arts, tax relief for working artists and to 
“restore and improve arm’s length principles in the governance 
of arts and cultural institutions and agencies under federal ju- 
risdiction.” 

That last point evokes the spectre of yet another decision 
that haunted the Conservatives in 2008: abolishing PromArt's 
$4.7 million budget. PromArt is a program that helped promote 
Canadian artists internationally by providing funds to touring 
artists — when the program was cut, critics blamed ideology. 
Anne Howland, a spokeswoman for then-foreign affairs min- 
ister David Emerson, was quoted as saying, “certainly we felt 
some of the groups were not necessarily ones we thought Cana- 
dians would agree were the best choices to be representing them 
internationally,” mentioning the Toronto-based electronic band, 
Holy Fuck, by name. 

However, Laurie Hawn, Conservative Candidate for Edmon- 
ton Centre, thinks looking at these specific cases is narrow- 
minded and ignores incidents where the Harper government 
has actually bolstered the arts industries. 

“Whoever you take money away from, no matter what it is, 
they are going to be the victim,” Hawn says. “Every government 
should be focused on deliverables — what's actually being deliv- 
ered. Is it in the best interests of the arts and culture industry 
in Canada? Is it the best representation of Canada abroad, if 
that’s where it's being shown or displayed? And no matter what 
decision you make, if you're not the one chosen by that process, 
then obviously you think that process is flawed.” 

Hawn is quick to point out that Canada was the only G7 coun- 
try to increase funding to the arts during the last economic 
downturn and, as highlighted in the Conservative platform, the 
Harper government “increased support for the Canada Coun- 
cil for the Arts by 20 per cent, to its highest level in history.” 
But that was in 2008 and the Tories have only budgeted a total 
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of $23 million in increases to the arts over the next five years 
according their costing document — and that money will be 
split between the Canadian Periodical Fund and the Royal Con- 


servatory of Music. 

“Everything that we're proposing is stuff that we have costed 
out, that we have looked at and decided that it will fit within the 
fiscal framework,” Hawn says. “We may promise less than other 
people, but we promise things we actually think we can do.” 

The Liberal platform is much more generous, pledging to 
double the annual budget of the Canada Council from $180 
million to $360 million by 2015 and restore the PromArt and 
Trade Routes programs, boosting its budget significantly to $25 
million. 

So how can the Liberals promise huge increases, while the 
Tories can only foresee small gains? Shafik Ruda, Liberal Can- 
didate for Edmonton East, says it comes down to priorities. “In- 
stead of (spending) $13 billion on a new jail,” explains Ruda. 
“I'm not even talking about that much, I’m talking about $180 
million more over four years.” He'd rather see money spent on 
programs that keep community-members who might otherwise 
be at-risk to offend occupied with activities like cultural events. 
“I'd rather put money where I can get more engagement, than 
money where I’m locking up people.” 

Finally, while the Liberals are looking at a big injection of cash, 
the NDP are being more specific, with extra attention being paid 
to film and TV production. They still foresee increases to the 
Canada Council but are far more defensive when it comes to 
cultural policy, hoping to protect Canadian content through the 
CRTC and promote the creation and distribution of domestic 
films. NDP Candidate for Millwoods-Beaumont, Nadine Bailey, 
being an actress herself, is particularly hopeful about the poten- 
tial of our film industry. 

“To walk away from the arts right now would be detrimental 
to Canada,” Bailey says. “Because it’s supporting the arts, the 
actors, the writers, the television and the film industry — that's 
what's going to help our economy. That's what is going to bring 
money into our economy, that’s what is going to create jobs.”

It seems that really great parties al- 
ways end up happening in the kitch- 
en. Kitchens are warm and inviting, 
and they have lots of space for danc- 
ing. 

The good women of The Good 
Women Dance Collective have com- 
bined a kitchen party with dance, 
conversation, and a home-cooked 
meal, Mom-style (if your mom 
makes a kick-ass vegan chili) to cre 
ate What's Cooking, a chance to ex 
plore dance for both performers and 
audience members. 

This is the second year that the col- 
lective has celebrated International 
Dance Day by bringing pieces in 
various stages of development to the 
public with the event last year draw- 
ing a sell-out crowd. 

“We created (What's Cooking) be- 
cause we noticed there are a lot of 
amazing artists in the city but not a 
lot of performance opportunities,” 
says Good Woman Alida Nyquist- 
Schultz. “We thought that having 
this event would be a great oppor- 
tunity to interact with our audience, 
and we really saw how beneficial the 
work-in-progress process is for both 
the artist and the audience.” 

Audience members are invited to 
provide feedback to the performers 
as the night unfolds. “We really fa- 
cilitate discussion, so if people are 


shy at first and don't have comments, 
we prompt them,” she says. 

And even if you don't have a dance 
background, your comments and 
feedback are still welcome 

“Just because you're not trained 
in dance, you're still going to have 
a kinesthetic response to what you 
see,” Nyquist-Schultz says. “We 
don’t just want dancers to come see 
our show. Our audience is the gen- 
eral public and it’s important to know 
what they think.” 

International Dance Day, celebrat- 
ed each year on April 29, has been 
around since 1982. In the words of 
Nyquist-Schultz it’s “a day to take a 
moment and recognize the impor- 
tance of dance in our daily lives.” 

Dance seems to have gotten a 
boost in the collective consciousness 
recently with the advent of reality 
shows like So You Think You Can 
Dance and Dancing with the Stars 
According to Nyquist-Schultz, one 
of the benefits of these television 
programs is that people without a 
dance background are being exposed 
to different aspects of the art form. 

She notes happily that So You 
Think You Can Dance includes a 
contemporary dance category, which 
is the type of dance that The Good 
Women Dance Collective is engaged 
in creating, 

“When I tell people I’m a contem- 
porary dancer they have an idea of 
what that is, and they don’t ask ‘So, 
you're an exotic dancer?’” Nyquist- 
Schultz explains with a laugh 

The performances at What's Cook- 
ing this year will include a piece by 
The Good Women Dance Collective, 
as well as pieces from other estab- 
lished artists, some theatrical pieces, 
and even a work which involves im- 
provisation.

What's Cooking is just one of the 
outreach opportunities that the col- 
lective organizes for the community. 


They have also been involved in 
organizing workshops, and arrang- 
ing for visiting professional dancers 
to teach classes. “It’s crucial to our 
community because we need ex- 
posure to their training and experi- 
ence,” Nyquist-Schultz says. 

In addition to arranging classes, 
The Good Women Dance Collective 
is also dedicated to providing perfor- 





mance opportunities for local danc- 
ers. 

They will be selecting one or two 
pieces from the works-in-progress 
at What's Cooking to be developed 
and presented with the collective at 
a self-produced show in December. 
Good women, good dancers, and 
good advocates.

| themes for days. Craddock’s one- 


man show stars three main char- 
acters — and many other side char- 
acters, all of whom. Craddock plays 
convincingly. These characters are 


fully developed with their own com- 


portment and perspective to drive 
the action and development of a 


| winding plot. 


The play deals with the paralysing 
guilt one faces when considering 
global problems like poverty, war and 
climate change — entirely apropos 
given voter turn-out and an upcom- 
ing election. 

There are two ways to go when 
faced with this dilemma: To care 
or not to care. The motivational 
speaker demonstrates what happens 
when we take the route of not car- 
ing and instead focus on ourselves 
alone — that which we have control 
over.

philosophy and has no choice but to 
laugh 

The first character we meet is a 
public speaking coach turned moti- 
vational speaker whose philosophy 
has turned into a multi-product sell- 
ing company. He comes complete 
with a system of metaphors for the 
human condition; head castle, fur- 
nace of forgiveness, dragon of fear 
and handy mantras to go with them. 
Eerily familiar and uncanny, he piv- 
ots between well-intentioned *moti- 
vational speaker and amoral preach- 
er at the church of self-interest. He 
embodies a philosophical coupling of 
Ayn Rand with Toastmasters — and 
a dash of evolutionary psychology 
to remind us when our “caveman 
brains” are running the show. 

Next we meet Brian, a homeless 
man addicted to heroin who has 
a pituitary condition that makes 
him a physical giant. His past is 
troubled and his heart is pure. He is 
likeable and awkward — a trustwor- 


thy narrator — and it is through him 
that we see how caring for another 
necessarily involves risking oneself. 

The motivational speaker's 
daughter is our third character. A 
quasi-apologetic sex “enthusiast” 
her story begins at a sex addicts 
meeting, where she isn’t quite sure 
she should be. Her status as the 
daughter of a widely famous 
motivational speaker has gotten her 
access to parties, money, and the 
underbelly of fame which leads her 
throughtheaction of the plot. Shesets 
out to test the shrunken and atrophied 
moral universe of her father’s world- 
view, and through bonding with Brian 
we see a model of friendship and the 
payoff for caring for other people. 

Never sentimental, this perfor- 
mance is seamless and the humour 
is priceless. Craddock crackles with 
talent, charms and rivets the audi- 
ence.

wright has garnered international 
success by defying normative notions 
of sex, love, and happiness. With his 
comedy True Love Lies, Fraser man- 
ages to re-hatch his former glory by 
satirizing family values in contem- 
porary Canada — in the play he 
questions the reality-of a secret ho- 
mosexual past knocking on your fa- 
ther’s door at dinnertime. 


“I’m a political person and I think 
that I love to address the politics 
of sexuality, equality, and the right 
to choose who you want to be while 
not having it dictated by the majority 
— those have always been very strong 
concerns of mine as a gay man, as 
a writer, and as a person,” Fraser 
says. 

For True Love Lies the playwright 
returns to writing the story of David 
MacMillan, a character who initially 
appeared in three of Fraser's earlier 
works: Wolfboy (1981), Unidentified 
Human Remains and the True Na- 
ture of Love (1989), and Poor Super- 
man (1984). The most famous of 
these plays was undoubtedly the racy 
murder mystery Unidentified Hu 
man Remains -- it provided Fraser 
his first major international success, 
and also sets the stage for True Love 
Lies. 

For Fraser, David MacMillan is 


something like an alter-ego he uses 


to dramatize current issues and 
questions he feels are important. Just 
as times and issues have changed, so 
has David MacMillan. Fraser's re- 
incarnated the character numerous 
times, but MacMillan is never exact- 
ly the same, as each successive play 
is never a true sequel to the last 

“He's really my literary alter ego or 
literary doppelganger — he isn't me, 
but he is,” Fraser says. 

For True Love Lies, Fraser used a 
personal anecdote as a starting point 
for writing the comedy. 

“An ex-boyfriend called me one 
day and said ‘We haven't spoken in 
20 years but I wanted to talk to you 
to tell you how important your rela- 
tionship was to how I deal with my 
family now.’ And I thought, ‘Wow, 
there's an idea for a play.” 

In True Love Lies David Mac- 
Millan (David Keeley) encounters a 


former boyfriend he first met in Un- 
identified Human Remains — Kane 
Sawatsky (Frank Zotter). Kane has 
since married Carolyn (Kate Ryan) 
and had two children, Madison 
(Nicola Elbro) and Royce (Thomas 
Barnet), who have since grown into 
adults. 

As the action begins, MacMillan 
has moved back to €dmonton 
and is opening a restaurant when he 
runs into Madison — the racy daugh- 
ter of Kane — who is looking for a 
serving job. When David realizes 
who she is he promptly dismisses 
her, but things start to heat up when 
she goes home to her parents. After 
reporting the run in with David to 
her father, the family’s future comes 
into question as Kane confesses his 
former love affair to his kids 

As the director of the produc- 
tion, Ron Jenkins feels True Love 
Lies will enrapture an audience who 





may be expecting something negative 
and shocking — both characteristics 
of Fraser’s early writing

I have a confession to make. 

When Tina Fey was the anchor of 
Weekend Update on Saturday Night 
Live, I didn’t like her at all. I didn’t 
think she was especially funny, and I 
thought her delivery was always kind 
of smarmy, as if she was the smart- 
est person in the room telling jokes 
for herself. 

So, has Tina Fey improved tremen-

| dously as a performer and comic, or 


was I wrong in my initial assessment? 
As much as I'd like to think Fey has 
gone from mediocre performer to 
the hottest and smartest comedic 
performer in popular culture today, I 
have to admit now that my first as- 
sessment of Fey might have been just 
a teeny bit wrong. 

Bossypants, Fey’s hilarious, brainy 
and hugely entertaining first book, 
confirms Fey’s status as not just a 
flavour-of-the-month comic, but a 
genuinely inventive comic mind who 
will be with us for a long, long time. 

Bossypants is a combination biog- 
raphy, wry (and sometimes a little 
angry) ruminations on today’s cul- 
ture, and essays on being a woman/ 
mother in the workplace. (From the 
introduction: 
and you bought this book for practi- 
cal tips on how to make it in a male- 
dominated workplace, here they are. 
No pigtails, no tube tops. Cry spar- 
ingly.”) And it all works.

antly middle-class, with one mo- 
ment that was literally scarring: she 
was slashed in the face by a stranger 
when she was in kindergarten. The 
still noticeable scar*led to her be- 
ing doted upon by her parents, not 
because she was some “incredible 
beauty or genius; they were making 
a fuss over me to compensate for my 
being slashed.” To her credit, the ter- 
rifying incident rates barely a men- 
tion. 

Fey rose through the comedy ranks 
the way following the traditional 
comedy superstar route, starting 
with summer theatre, making it to 
The Second City before graduating 
to Saturday Night Live, and ultimate- 
ly to her brilliant sitcom, 30 Rock. 

This is not a tell-all biography, 
where she dishes on her former SNL 
co-stars. Fey seems just too nice a 
person to trash celebrities in print, 
although I suspect she must have 
some great SNL dirt as the first fe- 
male head-writer in the show's his- 
tory. There is some very entertaining 
behind-the-scenes stuff about her 
Sarah Palin impressions on SNL, 
which catapulted Fey into the celeb- 
rity stratosphere, much to her dis- 
comfort. 

While I found a lot of Bossypants 
to be laugh-out-loud funny, I’m sure 
if you’re a female, you'll find it even 
funnier, even brilliant. She writes of 
being given a “my first period” kit, 
which made me laugh, although | 
couldn't relate to it in any way. There 
are a couple of chapters on modern 
motherhood that, again, hardly reso- 
nates with a middle-aged guy like me, 
but still resonated with the truth. 

And that’s the greatest compliment 
I can pay to Bossypants. Fey writes 
from a woman's point of view, about 
issues of women in the workplace, 
and she still makes me laugh.

The title was conceived by tattoo 
artist, Corey Miller, who worked in 
tandem with the band, creating im- 
agery for the album while the mem- 
bers worked on new material.

“It's really a commentary on where 
we are as a band, and as people,” 
Keith explains. “Working so close 
with Corey, Laugh Now, Laugh Later 
was actually a phrase that he’d come 
up with. I just kind of capitalized on 
it and said, ‘Dude, that's the perfect 
way to sum up where we're coming 
from.” 

The Victorville, California four- 
piece have been household names in 
punk rock kitchens since 1991 — lead 
vocalist Trever Keith joyfully speaks 
of his band with the same enthusi- 
asm of a man who is embarking on 
his very first tour. 

“We just really appreciate the fact 
that we’ve been a band for 20 years 
and we've got this loyal fan-base and 


we've been allowed to do what we do 
for so long. We're not being overly 
anal about anything. We're just try- 
ing to have fun with it.” 

In the time between their latest 
albums, the band took a four year 
hiatus to work on other projects. But 
as solid as those ventures were, they 
simply couldn't compete with two de- 
cades of momentum. It wasn’t long 
before a void was felt in each mem- 
ber, and talk of reuniting sparked 
into flame. 





“There's nothing about those oth- 
er projects that can even compare to | 
what we were doing in Face To Face,” 
says Keith. “It’s such a unique expe- 
rience for us and our fans. It’s not | 
something that’s easily replicated or | 
replaced.” 





With such a large catalogue, Keith 
looks at their career as a whole. They | 
try to represent each record at every | 


gig and have no plans of filling up | 


shows with only new songs — as ex- 
cited for them as they are 

“We're gonna make sure we give 
people what they came to see, which 
is the material they’re most familiar 
with,” Keith says. “As time goes on 


and people become more familiar 
with the new record, then we'll start 





playing more and more new songs. 
But it'll be a slow process.” 

Whether it is a hit from their now- 
historic Don’t Turn Away, or a new 
song from their upcoming album, 
there's an obvious reason Face to 
Face find themselves on a stage 
again. 

“As long as it's still meaningful 
to fans and it gives everyone a good 





experience, why not?,” says Keith. 
“There's no reason not to continue 
to do it as long as we possibly can.”

The problem with the new Sloan is one of 
my least favourites because a) | used to 
live for this band and b) it’s not 
something | can actually prove.

Long known for roots, rock, folk, country and blues, Edmonton's own Stony Plain Records has built a re- 
~ markable reputation, This special set contains two CD's with 4] tracks (eight previously unreleased) and a 
DVD of 1] videos along with a tour of Stony Plain’s offices. The liner notes are extensive with annotations 
of each track. There are four tracks by Robert Nighthawk, recorded in a small Toronto studio 45 years 
ago, after a gig in a local club, possibly the last recordings he ever made. There are three unreleased tracks by the late legendary singer- 
songwriter Bob Carpenter, recorded as demos in 1979. Preview tracks by Harry Manx & Kevin Breit, and Rory Block from new Stony Plain 
CDs. Established in 1976 by Holger Peterson and Alvin Johns, Stony Plain Records has released 400 albums with many winning awards 
too numerous to list here. This is a best of the best collection that cannot be equalled. A must have for any true Americana music fan.

German metal act Obscura — named after a brilliantly unpalatable album by Quebec's Gorguts — have 
overreached their standard mode. Not content to wed lightning-fingered shredding and churning riffs to a 
meticulously frenzied polyrhythmic foundation, they've based the songs on their latest album upon 19th 
century philosopher Friedrich Schelling’s ruminations. Frontman Steffen Kummerer's awkward poetry 
doesn't exactly qualify as a primer in German idealism, but Omnivium might reasonably be seen as a crash course in early 21st century 
extreme metal virtuosity — blindingly fast, unconstrained by conventions of song structure, meter and melody, wildly ambitious in 
conception and execution and not a little pretentious, as reflected in the ponderously clunky song titles (“Euclidean Elements’, “A Tran- 
scendental Serenade"). But all that matters is that these shaggy-headed ontologists wallop you from acoustic intro to frantic finale.

Bleak 
and murky with a small glimmer of hope “Last Known Surroundings” rises like a post apocalyptic sunrise, 
then turning shrill and aeronautical in the song's final moments. “Trembling Hands” opens with fervent 
harmonics, a small respite at the two-minute mark, then erupting in a Gatling gun-like drum assault. “Postcard from 1952” is hauntingly 
sparse to begin with, slowly evolving into a hopeful march as blissful guitar marks the path for rampant drum work, crashing waves of 
sound fully encompass the song from the 5 minute mark on. EITS remain among the top of the post-rock elite by keeping their musical 
narrative fresh and innovative — a clear contender for album of the year.

Of life's many great tragedies, one 
of the worst is squandered potential, 
but even more dire than that is being 
robbed of it. Such was the fate of the 
late stand-up comedian and social 
critic, Bill Hicks. Hicks died of pan- 
creatic cancer when he was just 32 
years old. 

Although he was already a sensa- 
tion in the U.K., where he packed 
houses and had producers clamour- 
ing to make videos about him, Hicks 
was still a “cult” or “underground” 
figure in his native America, de- 
spite endorsements from Jay Leno, 
appearances on David Letterman's 
late night show, an HBO special, 
and a spot in Rodney Dangerfield’s 
Young Comedians Special. Part of 
the reason was censorship and part 
of it was controversy. Hicks regu- 
larly tackled subjects which made 
the mainstream media uncomfort- 
able: religion, recreational drug use, 
politics, sexuality, conspiracy theo- 
ries, consumerism and marketing as 
evils. His first appearance on Letter- 
man had a joke about putting a class- 
mate in a wheelchair excised and his 
entire final appearance was removed 
from the show, supposedly because 
of religious irreverence. Hicks didn’t 
take the censorship quietly, either. 
He railed about it in other venues, 
to the embarrassment of those who 
had censored him. (Letterman later 
apologized on-air to Hicks’ mother). 

Anger, substance use, and social 
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criticism outside the norm is always 
a tough route for an entertainer to 
take. One need only look at what 
happened to Lenny Bruce. 

British filmmakers Matt Harlock 
(Toll, 2002 and Lollipop, 2001) and 
Paul Thomas (Prince William Un- 
covered, 2003) have made the defin- 
itive documentary about Hicks, told 
by his friends Dwight Slade, Kevin 
Booth, David Johndrow, James Lad- 
mirault, Andy Huggins, John Farne- 
ti, Hicks’ brother, sister, and mother, 
and others. One of the strengths of 
the film is its extensive use of photo- 
animation, which adds movement 
and dimension to still photographs 
in a dynamic but irreverent, cartoon- 
surrealist manner that Hicks himself 
would surely have approved of. 

The other strength is the wealth 
of video footage of Hicks’ routines, 
from his earliest high school days to 
his final appearances, so the audience 
can judge for itself the power, sincer- 
ity, and laugh-out-loud potential of 
his constantly changing material. 

The audience is pulled relentless- 
ly and sympathetically into Hicks’ 
world. It is shown to be a hermetic 
world, revolving around himself and 
his friends. As Dwight Slade says, 
he didn’t want his family in it when 
he was young, locking them out of 
his bedroom when his friends were 
over. Yet, as he was dying, it was that 
family connection he turned to for 
comfort. 

As the film points out, he went 
from poking fun at his family (es- 
pecially his father) to mocking his 
country. The single-minded purpose 
of his vision even as a teenager and 
his refusal to submit to any kind of 
authority if he believed it false is ex- 
tremely American, though his beliefs 
may have been an anathema to them 
at certain points. Canadians can feel 
justly proud that they “got” Hicks

| ALTERNATIVE VIEWING 





The folks at Criterion have given 
this tepidly received Johnny Depp 
film the full treatment. Directed by 
Terry Gilliam and also starring Beni- 


| cio Del Toro, it is the film version 


of the Hunter S. Thompson gonzo 
journalism classic. Critics were split 
on whether it was a great, Fellini- 
inspired trip, or just a drugged out 
mess. No doubt it has attained a cult 
status. 


Another extras-packed Criterion 
release, this Brian De Palma directed 
gem stars John Travolta as a sound 
technician who accidentally captures 
the sound of a tire blowout that in- 
volves the president's car. Filmed at 
the height of Travolta’s fame, it’s a 
tight and exciting thriller, although 
critics, never fans of De Palma, said 
it was too derivative of Michelan- 
gelo Antonioni's avant-garde classic, 
Blow Up. | saw it in the theatre, and 
thought it was great. Mind you, it 
was 1981. 


Alejandro Jodorowski is not a 
household name, but amongst some

DOCUMENTARIES 


A fine, multi-part history of early

Famed documentary covering Bob 
Dylan's 1965 tour of England, direct- 
ed by D.A. Pennebaker.

It’s pretty simple, HIV: Sex acts that 
expose you to his semen and/or 
blood are definitely unsafe, and sex 
acts that expose him to your semen 
and/or blood are mostly safe. Rim- 
ming you, blowing you (even with- 
out a condom), getting fucked by 
you (with a condom) — all very low 
risk for HIV transmission. If he’s on 
a drug regimen and his viral load is 
undetectable, HIV, your already-low 
risks of being exposed while, say, ac- 
cepting a blowjob (and a check) are 
even lower. The risks aren’t nonex- 
istent — all sex acts carry some de- 
gree of risk — but if the risks were 
any closer to nonexistent, they’d be 
sitting on nonexistent's lap. 

And bear this in mind: Odds are good 
that some of the other guys you've 
babied for — some of your previous 
daddies — were HIV positive and 
either didn’t know or didn't have 
the decency to disclose. This guy’s 


| willingness to disclose is evidence 


not just of his honesty and decency, 
HIV, but of his respect for you and 
his commitment to keeping you safe. 
This guy is less likely to ask you to 
engage in sex acts that are higher risk 
or unsafe than a guy who isn’t aware 
that he’s positive or is actively hiding 
the fact that he's positive. And his 
interest in being “used and abused” 
creates lots of hot safe-sex-play op- 
tions — letting him beat off while he 
licks your boots or jerking him off 
while he's tied to the bed with your 
jock in his mouth are no-risk sexual 
activities that he's likely to enjoy im- 
mensely,

“If the male partner withdraws be- 
fore ejaculation every time a couple 
has vaginal intercourse, about four 
per cent of couples will become preg- 
nant over the course of a year,” the 
authors of the study wrote. That — 
compares pretty favorably with the 
two per cent of straight couples who 
will become pregnant using condoms 
perfectly over the course of a year. 
In the real world, of course, very few 
people do anything perfectly. When 
you take mistakes, leaks, and broken 
condoms into account, researchers 
estimate that 17 per cent of straight 
couples who rely on condoms will 
become pregnant in any given year 
Not all withdrawers use withdrawal
